Elections on Current Questions of the 
Day—His Prephecy Regarding the Wilson 


| 
Valuable Work of Tariff Reform. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 11.—Senator Voor- | 
hees, chairman of the senate finance | 
| committee, speaking to a reporter of | 


the Unitéd Press, made public, for the 
first time since the elections, his views 
on some of the current questions of the 
day, notably cloture, silver and the 
tariff. 

“My position,” said Mr. Voorhees, 
“with respect to further tariff legisla- 
tion, must be determined by the ques- 
| tion of revenue for the government. Jf 
would be glad, of course, to have 
sugar, coal and iron, and indeed al 
other raw materials free from tariff 
| taxation, if sucha thing were possi- 
ble, but in the present condition of 
| the treasury, who will dare to enter 
upon legislation making a still 
greater deficiency in the public 
revenues? I want my name associ- 
uted with no deficiencies in the 
treasury. thereby requiring govern- 


ment bonds to be issued and sold. I | 
pointed out as carly as April last that | 


the Wilson bill as it passed the house, 

|if it became a law, without amend: 
iments, would result in a large defl- 
ciency in the revenue of the govern- 
ment, and Secretary Carlisle's letter 
was simply the official confirmation of 
what I said. 

“The bill as it passed the senate and 
became a law, provided beyond all 
question a sufficient amount of rev- 
enue, and the only reason why u de- 
ficiency exists in the treasury arises 
from the fact that many of its impor- 
tant provisions, the income tax among 
others, have not yet come into opera- 
tion. Their postponement was made 
necessary by the opponents of the bill.” 

Mr. Voorhees took strong grounds 
against any further “tinkering” with 
the tariff at this session of congress. 

Touching the sugar qnestion Mr. 
Voorhees said: ‘For the present, at 
least, this source of revenue cannot be 
| disturbed. It is a pleasure in this con- 
nection, however, to know that the 
price of sugar to the consumer has

| the existing law ever since its 
jenactment, plainly owing to the 
-repeal of the wretehed bounty 


| tax and the extinction of three-fourths 
of the tax to the trust. the truth is 
that a very extensive and valuable 
work of tariff reform hes been accom- 
plished by the democratic party, and 
the law of last August, if undisturbed 
for a reasonable time, will prove itself 
far better than ever its friends sup- 
posed it to be when it was enacted.

Opening Session of the Fourteenth An- 

nual Convention of the American Federa- 
| tion of Labor—Forceful and Impressive 
Remarks of John Burns, M. P., England’s 
| Labor Leader--'The Ideal of To-Day, the 
; Practical of To-Morrow”™ -- President 
| Gomper’s Address. 

DENVER, Col.. Dee. 11.-—-The feature 
| of the first day's session of the four- 
teenth annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, aside from 
the annual address of the president, 
Samuel Gompers, and the reports of 
the secretary and treasurer, was the 
earnest, forceful and impressive re- 
imarks of John Burns, of England, in 
response to the seating of him and Da- 
vid Holmes as delegates upon the floor 
by the convention. It was given with 
all the fire aud impetuosity which has 
made the name of John Burns famous 
throughout the civilized world, and it 
was received with tumultuous § ap- 
plause from the seventy-five delegates 
who constitute this congress of work- 
ingmen. Mr. Burns said: 

“Delegated by the Trades Union con- 
gress of Great Britain, Mr. David 
Holmes and myself have come in re- 
sponse to the invitation which the 
American Federation of) Labor so 
kindly extended. We represent a con- 
stituency 125,000,000 of organized work- 
ers, and the large congress of labor 
delegates, numbering 400, which met 
in Norwich not many months ago. 

“That congress was the most repre- 
sentative one held for thirty years. 
Out of 400 delegates there were over 
100 members of parliament, mag- 
istrates, members of school boards, 
town and county councils, which indi- 
cates to you what a fuoting the trades 
unions have in England. 

“Remember that the ideal of to-day 
may become the practical of to-mor- 
row. Do not sacrifice principle for 
partisanship or personal feelings. Let 
us hope that in your future annual 
gatherings you may secure representa- 
tives from other countries, that the la- 
bor leaders of the world may advise, 
counsel and assist you, so that the 
cause of labor shall advance all over 
the world. Capital knows no race, no 
creed, no distinction. The world is its 
prey and Jabor its tool. 

“If we in the old world can duminate 
municipalities ahd even intiniidate 
parliament and secure publie sym- 
pathy and support. you can be as wise 
and as hopeful in this wonderful coun-

Prominent Citizens as Public Swindlers~

New York, Dee. 11.—Collector Kil- 
breth of the New York customhbouse 
has a Christmas gift for Uncle Sam 
that is calculated to stir society circles 
in this and other large citics to the 
foundation. It is in the shape of au- 
thenticated information that certain 
well-known Americans, many of whom 
are leaders in other things besides so- 
ciety, have been detected smuggling 
Paris finery and valuable trifles of vari- 
ous descriptions through the New York 
eustomhouse. 

THE COLLECTOR IS MUM. 

The eollector will not divulge the 
details of his investigation, but the 
main facts are well known to his 
sttbordinates, and when the story is 
made public, as it will undoubtedly be, 
it will create a sensation. Judge Kil- 
breth’s lynx-eyed inspectors have been 
ata loss for some time to account for 
the large number of trunks brought 
home from Europe by American tour- 
ists, and recently the collector took 
the matter in hand himself andstarted 
aninquiry on both sides of the big pond. 

ON BOTH SIDES OF TIE BIG POND. 

He learned thata number of prom- 
inent people had brought home with 
them valuable gowns and dress goods 
under the rose, so to speak, and that 
these goods were subsequently distribe 
uted tofriends in this country. Of 
course, if a passenger feels like bring- 
ing a stock of clothes home from Eu- 
rope, the eustoms officers can not ob- 
ject. but if he or she goes into the busi- 
ness of buying at wholesale in Europe 
aud seHing at retail in America, the 
collector has good reason to interfere. 
A CELEBRATED EVANGELIST INNOLVED. 

This, it seems, is exactly what has 
been done. In one case the family of 
a celebrated evangelist brought forty- 
eight trunks to New York on the steam: 
ship Paris. It was learned later that 
the contents of eight of these trunks 
were distributed to friends in this city 
and elsewhere. A prominent politician, 
who is said to be a member of the 
United States senate, handled seven 
trunks full of dresses, etc... in the saine 
way, arid scores of others are said to 
have been detected caffying on similar 
operations. Collector Kilbreth re: 
ceived considerable assistance’ in 
at the facts from a 
woman who feptesernts a New 
York ladies’ tailoring establishiient in 
Paris. This agent is supposed to keep 
her employers posted as to who are 
large purchasers of goods abroad and 
of their movemeéiits, J+ is said that she 
has been in weekly correspoiidence 
with Collector Kilbreth since July, and 
that through her the collector has done 
some *alnable eollecting. 

HE HAS A LITTLE LISsf. 

It is understood that he has in his 
sefe a list of fidmes which, when pub- 
lished, will open the eyes of the eoun- 
try. Many of those involved are promi- 
nent in New York, Washington, Chi- 
cave Kat Francisco ond other cities. 
The collector has sought the advice of 
the, treasury department, and it iz 
barely possible that he will give the 
guilty parties an opportunity to come 
fotward aiid pay the duties on the 
smuggled articles, failing if which 
they will be exposed.

HE WAS PARDONED, \ 
A Prisoner Who Was Reported to Be in 
the Last Stage of Consumption, 


LOUISVILLE, Dec. 14.—Henry Zink, 
who was a convict in the Jeffersonville 
prison and was pardoned by President 
Cleveland last week, has been calling 
on his old acquaintances in this city. 
His offense was the sending of obscene 
photographs through the mails. 

The dispatch from Washington an- 
nouncing his pardon stated that it was 
granted upon certificates of physicians 
that he was in the last stages.of con- 
sumption. If this is true, fraud has 
been practised upon the president. Zink 
is a picture of health and says that he 
never felt better. He gained 10 pounds 
while in prison. 

The same influence which procured 
his pardon caused him to be treated in 
prison as a special guest. He had noth- 
ing to do, and the only deprivation he 
suffered was that of his liberty. He 
was well fed and was supplied with all 
the reading matter he desired. Twice 
a week his wife was permitted to be 
with him for half a day. 


DIPHTHERIA RAGING. 


The Dreaded Disease Is Fatal to Five in 
New York. 


Kinaston, N. Y., Dec. 14.—An epi- 
demic of diphtheria is raging at Cotte- 
kill, this county. Six children in the 
family of Ira Snyder were stricken with 
the disease and four of them died in a 


week. The school in the district hav- 
ing been closed on account of the prev- 
alence of the malady, Sarah Hasbrouck, 
the teacher, helped to nurse the sick 
children and she, too, contracted the 
disease and died.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


Prosperity in Mississippi. 

“While the cry of hard times has 
been ringing in the ears of the nation 
for the past year, 1 am glad to say that 
Ido not remember when the state of 
Mississippi enjoyed a greater degree of 
prosperity,” said H. W. Clark, general 
superintendent of the Mobile & Ohio 
Railroad Co., to a St. Louis reporter 
recently. ‘The orders for corn from 
the grain merchants of your city, 
which used to be sent to Kansas, 
Nebraska and Iowa, the shipments be- 
ing made from these states to Florida 
and the southeastern portion of 
Georgia, have been forwarded direct 
to Mississippi this season. There was 
never a time in the history of the state 
when such a surplus crop of corn was 
grown. This I know, because of the 
difficulty the railroad company with 
which I am associated has had in find- 
ing cars to accommodate the shippers. 
The reason for surplus is to be found 
in the fact that cotton was not so heav- 
ily grown this year as it has been in 
the past. Nevertheless, the cotton yield 
was greater than it has been in other 
years. Altogether, the people have 
had considerable cause for rejoicing.” 








Brothers Drowned. 

James and John Delay, brothers, re- 
siding at Holly Springs, Miss., were 
drowned in the Ohio river. They had 
been employed at East Cairo painting 
the Illinois Central bridge, and having 
completed their work started to Cairo 
ina skiff, accompanied by four other 
men. When about the middle of the 
river a tug passed them and the waves 
from her swamped the heavily loaded 
skiff, turned it overand threw the men 
intothe icy water. James Delay was the 
foreman, and in his efforts to save the 
time bock of the men succumbed to the 
cold and sunk. His brother, hearing 
his ery for aid, just before he sunk, 
swam to his rescue, and in the vain 
effort to save him was drowned also. 
The tug crew-rendered all the assist- 
ance in their power and rescued two of 
the men, while the other two swam to 
the Illinois shore. James Delay hada 
valuable gold watch, a masonic-souve- 
nir, on his person, and his brother had 
nearly $100 in his pocket. They were 
the support of a widowed mother. 





Gov. Oates’ Message. 


Gov. Oates of Alabama transmitted 
a voluminous message to the legisla- 
ture. He recommends an increase of 
half a mill in the rate of taxation; im- 
proved methods for the assessment of 
taxes: a higher liquor and gaming- 
table license; an appropriation for a 
state exhibit at the Atlanta exposi- 
tion; favors farming university lands 
with convicts on account of the state, 
but for the benefit of the university; 
; recommends a contest law and the 
election of state and national ofticers 
on the same day, and suggests a con- 
test law in the election of state officers 
and the giving of a ticket-marker for 
each political party; urges a state bank- 
ing system, based on a deposit with 
the state treasurer of lawful money of 
the United States or solvent bonds of 
United States or state, county or mu- 
nicipal corporations. He alludes to the 
powers of the railroad commission as 
being only those of police regulation, 
and impotent to remedy many com- 
plaints brought before it. 





Convict Tortured to Death. 

Jesse Mimms, « negro convict em- 
ployed by Warren county, Miss., with 
many others, some 15 miles north of 
Vicksburg, on the public roads, was so 
cruelly beaten by Ruben Goodrum, 
| one of the guards, that he died the fol- 
lowing night. Evidence before the 
coroner's jury. it is alleged. showed 
that Goodrum beat the prisoner sev- 
eral times and had convicts beat him 
also, using a white oak rod as thick 
asa walking stick, also an ox whip. 
and tied him up by the thumbs for 
forty minutes. Afterward another 
guard is charged with hanging the con- 
vict by the neck. Mimms’ offense was 
being iN and unable to work. He was 
found dead in bed next morning. The 
coroner and other witnesses say that 
his body was literally flayed from his 
neck nearly to his knees. A great hole 
was worn in his abdomen by the blows, 
exposing his vitals. Goodrum made 
his eseape during the inquest. 

Killed His Daughter's Sultor. 

Will Bruce shot and instantly killed 
Thomas Hold, in Claiborne county, 
Tenn. Thomas had been paying at- 
tention to Bruce’s 16-year-old -daugh- 
ter, which greatly angered the old 
man. When Thomas called he and 
old man Bruce got in a quarrel, which 
ended in the latter filling the former 
with buckshot, killing him instantly.

At Atlanta, Ga., William Dickerson, 
a mechanic, who came from the west, 
married a 12-year-old girl not long 
ago. ‘The sensation it created reached 
the ears of a woman near Omaha, Neb., 
who recognized in him her truant hus- 
j band.

SIZE OF THE UNIVERSE. 


Startling Figures as to the Immensity of 
the Heavenly Bodies. 

To form some idea of the largeness 
of the earth one may look upon the 
Jandsenpe from the top of an ordinary 
church steeple, and. then bear in mind 
that one must view 900,000 similar 
landscapes to get an approximately 
correct idea of the size of the earth. 

Place 500 earths, like ours, side by 
side, yet Saturn’s outermost ring could 
easily inclose them. Three hundred 
thousand earth globes could be stored 
inside the sun, if hollow. 

If a human eye every hour were 
capable of looking upon a fresh meas- 
ure of world material 5,400 square 
miles large, that eye would need 55,000 
years to overlool: the surface of the 
Bun. 

To reach the nearest fixed star one 
must travel 20,500,000,000 miles, and, if 
the velocity were equal to that of a 
cannon ball, it would require 5,000,000 
years to travel that distance. 

Hesides single stars, we know of sys- 
tems of stara moving around one an: 
other. Still, we are buta short way 
into space as yet. Outside our limits 
of vision and imagination there are no 
doubt still larger spaces. 

The milky way holds at least 20,191,- 
000 stars, and, as each is a sun, we pre- 
sume it is encircled by at least 50 
planets. 

Counting up these figures we arrive 
at the magnitude of 1,000,955,000 stars. 
A thousand million stars. Who can 
comprehend it? Still this is only a part 
of the universe. 

The modern telescopes have discov- 
ered rnore and similar milky ways still 
further away. We know of some 3,000 
nebule which represent milky ways 
like ours. 

Let us count 2,000 of them as being 
of the size of our milky way; then 2,000 
by 20,191.000 equals 40,382,000,000 suns, 
or 2,019,100,000,009 heavenly bodies.—
